I am sorry to say that I have on­ 
ly about three more days in your 
little city and have done just as 
well here as any other place that 
I have been in. I will put one more 
article in your paper about the 
work in the army which will be 
of interest to people that have 
someone in the H#nee. 
No man should enter the army 
with the idea that be has nothing 
to do but drill. There are certain 
things to be done around every mil 
itary post or company, and these 
must be done by the soldiers. All 
work that is done is for the wel­ 
fare, health and benefit of the 
men. 
No one is required to do 
manual labor for another, and this 
is strictly forbidden by the regul­ 
ations of the army. 
The soldier 
must keep the place around 
his 
bed clean, keep his 
equipment 
clean, and must assist the company 
in keeping the grounds around his 
barracks clean and sanitary. There 
is also what is known as post fa­ 
tigue, and this is usually done by 
men whose company in on guard, 
but w h o are not on guard them- 
adves. 
It will be seen therefore, 
th at a man probably will not be 
placed on post or general fatigue 
more than twice a month. 
Post 
or general fatigue usually consist 
o f doing the necessary work ar­ 
ound the post for the purpose of 
keeping it clean, healthful and san­ 
itary for all persons who reside 
thereon. 
In addition there is cer­ 
tain work around the company, 
such as that of kitchen police, to 
help the cooks in the kitchen to 
prepare meals, such as peeling po­ 
tatoes, preparing vegetables and 
washing kitchen utensils. The din­ 
ing room orderly sets the table 
and assists in washing and wiping 
the dishes. 
The room orderly is 
responsible for the cleanliness of 
the barracks, but the entire com­ 
pany assists him in cleaning it. 
This work, or fatigue, as it is com- 


monly called, is done by roster; 
that is, a book is kept by the first
